GERMAN BAPTIST ANNUAL MEETING. 
The aiiuual meeting of the German Baptist 
church met near Dayton, on last Tuesday, June 
3rd. The people commenced to {rather upon tbe 
grounds on Friday before, and on Saturday al- 
ready quite a large crowd had collected. On Sun- 
day it waa estimated that 15,000 people were up- 
on tbe encampment Trains ran out from Dayton 
every halt hoar ell day on Sunday, and it had 
more the appearance of a grand fair or festival 
than that of a religioua gathering- Oranges, 
lemons, peanuts, lemonade, and other luxuries 
were on sale all day Sunday, in open violation of 
the law and the sacred nee a of the Lerd'a day. We 
are also told that everything waa sold at extor- 
tionate prices. We do not know that any well- 
founded objection could be urged against issuing 
necessary food 6n Sunday, but the opening of a 
regular business place for tbe sale of delicacies 
and superfluities on tbe Lord's Day is exceeding- 
ly reprehensible, and was loudly condemned by 
many of their own people, of the more conscien- 
tious class. ' 

On Monday the crowd waa not quite to large, 
the people of Dayton and other adjacent cities 
and towns having returned to their places of labor 
and business, but there were more members iu at- 
tendance, each train bringing large additions, and 
by Tuesday noon the multitude waa simply im 
mease. There were no doubt as many as fifteen to 
twenty thousand persona present. The council 
tent waa estimated to hold 5,000 at one sitting. 
It was a big thing in the way of attendance, be* 
yoond a doubt. That can be frankly said of it. 
There were also a number of good, honest, sincere 
and intelligent people there, who wanted to do 
what was right ; but the big bulk of the member- 
ship was of a very inferior grade, mentally and 
physically, and it is a relief to one to know that 
he is not in any way in danger of their prejudices. 
When one passes quietly around the little knots 
of people, aa they collect over the grounds, and 
listens to their discussions, he is enabled to form 
an estimate of the mental caliber and spiritual de- 
velopments ot the participants, which is not very 
flattering to the society. 
L On Tuesday morning the council was opened 
L in the aaual form peculiar to that people. After 
■ some delay the organization was announced aa 
I follows : Enoch Eby, moderator ; James Quinter, 
clerk, and Jobs Wise, reading clerk. An apolo- 
gy waa offered for the appointment of the same 
officers, and a statement that they had excused 
themselves, but that whan insisted upon they had 
skly consented to serve again. It ia hard to 


find any exenaa for continuing such mem in office 
for to many yean, without any bat the most or- 
dinary qualifications. Elders Quinter and Wise 
were objects of pity. Tbe former tried to read 
the second chapter of the Acts of tbe Apostles 
from a small, fine print book, which he could 
hardly read, and Wise was quite hoarse, while there 
were a number of young eyes and sound voices in 
tbe tent that could have been called to tbe rescue. 
It appears to us if we had served the church as 
long as they have, we would decline, which meana 
tbat we would not serve. There are several ways 
ot declining. One is tbe manner in which some 
people decline meals I "Well, I'm not much hun- 
gry; but if you insist I'll not object" Tbey 
don't want to be disobedient to tbe church. 

The first business before tbe meeting waa the 
revised minutes. Tbe motion was made tbat they 
be adopted. This was followed by a motion to 
amend, which motion although seconded in due 
torm was not entertained by tbe moderator, be- 
cause he did not want it, nor did the maker of the 
former motion. Irregular as the ruling was, tbe 
meeting sustained the chairman, and then follow- 
ed tbe discussion of the revised minutes, it was 
soon evident that there were more speeches pre- 
pared against their adoption than in their favor, 
and pretty early in the afternoon they were "put 
upon their passage" and the motion was iuglori- 
onsly 'defeated, "a hundred to one." The reasons 
for this defeat then only began to appear. There 
had been a minority report ot the revision com- 
mittee, and which suited many of the members of 
the standing committee much better than the pub- 
lished one did. There was also tbe opposition of 
other disappointed members of the same commit- 
tee who did not get their pet theories embodied 
into the revision, together with a pretty popular 
indifference to all the minutes. The Irian da of the 
minority report used all their influence to deteat 
this published revision with the hope that then 
their favorite would be presented. And so it did 
immediately alter tbe detest of the revision ; but 
it also waa defeated. During tbe discussions up- 
on these question the speakers were beard to de- 
clare that tbe gospel was good enough for the 
government of the church without any minutes. 
We heard but little of it ourself, but were told 
that H. P. Brink worth of Kansas held hta pocket 
Bible up as high as he could raise it aud declared 
tbat waa all tbe decisions needed, and that Prot. 
Sharp entreated the meeting just to try one year 
to govern the chuich with tbe Gospel alone. Aa 
for Prof. Sharp, we fear neither law nor gospel 
will do much for him, unless there would be some 
way of enforcing them. They should be made 
mandatory. 

A a j stem of Home Mission a was adopted, but 
we cannot give the particulars. A request for a 
board of truateea of the church, was retuaed. And 
a petition to discard secret meetings of the elders 
and the church was tabled. An important ap- 
peal for conference to petition the General Gov- 
ernment to pass a prohibitory law against intoxi- 
cating liquors, was discussed and defeated. Its 
deteat is charged to their being fearful that in mak- 
ing such petition tbe church would compromise 
its uou resistant principles. There were no doubt 
sonde who voted against the measure from that 
feeling, but the fact is, at heart the masses of the 
church are not tee-total temperance people, neith- 
er in theory nor practice. We were twice brought 
before church council for making temperance 
speeches, and but tor our defiance ot the council 
wonld have been chastized for it Brother Keif, 
of Indiana, S. T. Bossermen, and such men as 
they, of the progressive order, favored the motion, 
but R. II. Miller and his clique opposed it. Tbe 
facta is the matter are, tbat if it were left to the 
membership of the church at large, no really good 
aud worthy measure could be passed. No educa- 
tional enterprise, temperance, philanthropic, or 
progressive movement would be sanctioned by 
them. High schools, Sunday school conventions, 
prayer meetings, temperance societies, benevolent 
organizations, aud all similar institutions would 
be defeated if left to tbe popular vote. *«Be not 
conformed to this world," is a text strong enough, 
and explicit enough, to condemn anything aud 
everything, no matter how good it may appear, 
which ia not begun, continued and finished en- 
tirely and exclusively by their own church. There 
are a number of good men among them, who are 
favorable to ail such good measures, aa waa evi- 
dent from the discussion upon the temperance 
question, but that they are largely in the minority 
was aalo proven by the vote upon the same ques- 
tion. 

Birthday dinners were denounced as world- 
ly, and would come under Bomans 12 : 2 : "Be 
not conformed to this world." Brother D. L. 
Miller gave a hopeful report of tbe Danish Mis- 
sion, aud recommended the same mission to be 
extended to Sweden. Brother J. W. Beer waa 
dismissed from their church fellowship, on recom- 
mendation of the district meeting. A request to 
prohibit the standing committee' delegates to the. 
number of members, was tabled. So eras also an 
appeal to settle tbe dispute on tbe feet-washing 


question. Aleo a request to be represented at tbe 
National Peace convention. 1% would have been 
a violation of Rom. IS : 2. 

The meeting was just like its predsceaeors, with- 
oat any improvement Tbe same spirit of exola- 
siveness and intolerance {prevailed, and the same 
class of petty questions made up the program of 
business , except that questions concerning dress 
were excluded. It waa also clearly to be aeen that 
the leaders of the meeting were determined to 
evade and exclude the discussion ot all questions 
upon which they knew there was a general divi- 
sion of sentimeut. They did not trust to tackle 
any of the lions in the way. 


THE BEAfi CKEEE FEAST. 
The Bear Creek lovefeaat occurred onJSatur- 
day evening, May 81st, and waa held at tbe new 
meeting house. An afternoon session was held, 
during which the examination services were at- 
tended to. Between the afternoon and evening 
services two persona were baptised. Tbe attend- 
ance waa very large, and not nearly all the people 
could get into the house. Everything passed off 
very orderly, and the members and the people 
seemed to be edifyed. The communion services 
were very solemn. The members were a littte 
slow in gathering in the evening so aa to make 
it late in commencing the exercises. At this sea- 
son of the year the services should be opened aa 
early as seven o'clock, so as to be closed not later 
than nine. The brethren and sisters of the Bear 
Creek church are an earnest, kind-hearted band 
of Christian people, to whom it is a pleasure to 
minister in word and doctrine.
